An improved offer on work¬ 
ing hours for Britain's 37,000 
paramedical staff was made 
in the Whitley Council 
yesterday as their first one-day 
strike was coming to an end.'

He alluded to the imminent 
talks in Dublin between Mr 
Humphrey Atkins, Secretary of 
State for Northern Ireland, and 
Mr Brian Lenihao. the Irish 
Foreign Minister..

The struggle erf Professor 
Hans Kune against the Vatican 
decision' barring him from 
teaching as a Catholic theo¬ 
logian on the faculty of 
Tubingen University, ended to¬ 
day with a compromise. 

Dr Kiing will retain his 
theology chair and also his post 
as director of the university’s 
Institute for Ecumenical Re¬ 
search, but both will he de¬ 
tached from the Catholic 
Theological Faculty and placed 
directly under the authority of 
the university senate. 

Although Tubingen is a state 
university, the appointments to 
the Catholic Theological 
Faculty require the approval of 
the bishop. After the Vatican’s 
decision last year, the bishop 
of Rottenburg-St u ttgart, Mgr 
Georg Moser, demanded the re¬ 
moval of Dr Kung from the 
facuky. 

Ifc- Kiing will be able to 
teach, -writs, conduct research, 
and hold examinations as be¬ 
fore. hut his classes wail not 
be recognized by the Catholic 
Theological Faculty. 

Dr Kung said tonight that the 
soiirtixm was “acceptable and 
very honoorable on tile port of

He said he would continue 


his fight against the-Vatican 
ban and against its methods of 
investigating controversial theo¬ 
logians without givin g them a 
fair chance to defend -them¬ 
selves.

Whether it was presidential 
influence, incompetence by bank 
officials or Mr Murdoch’s blud¬ 
geoning tactics which secured 
the low rate is not made clear 
by the documents.

Hopes for

Will Mr Reagan compromise on 
his choice of running mate? 


Hollywood scrabbles 
for tinsel share-out

Today's game is nominating 
Mr Ronald Reagan’s vice- 
prcsidential candidate. Only an 
net nf God, or an act of egre¬ 
gious folly on his own- part, can 
deprive Mr Reagan nf the 

Republican nomination and so 
"rhe question is whom will he 
choose for a running mate. 

There are two sets of rules 
governing the game. The first 
is the age old arithmetic of 
balancing a ticket that has been 
practised by every candidate 
since General Washington, of 
Virginia, chose Mr John Adams, 
of Massachusetts, in I7SS. 

The other rules concern liie 
personality of the candidate. 
Often enough, he will choose a 
running mate in his own image 
f Richard Nixon chose Spiro 
Agnew in 1968 and 19721, or an 
antithesis (Richard Nixon chose 
Henry Cabot. Lodge in 1960). 

The candidates chose men 
who are ideologically compat¬ 
ible unless, like FDR. they are 
so supremely self-confident that 
they care nothing for their 
vice-presidents, and they ail pay 
lip service to the need for the 
Vice-President to be able to 
take over the Government. 

One of the rules is that before 
announcing his choke, the can¬ 
didate must insist that be does 
not believe'in balancing-the 
ticker and -that he is looking for ; ' 
the most highlv qualified .man.' 
Mr Reagan makes these paints 
every time .-he is asked. ; . 

He is asked rather more-nfeen 
than trtosr because in 1976 he 
named bis running mate before 


the convention—and then lost 
the nomination. Hc . chose 
Senator Richard Schweiker, of 
Pennsylvania, a moderaiely 
libera]' Republican who balanced 

Conventional arithmetic has 
ir that Mr Reagan must choose 
a member of Congress or ac 
lsasr a man who knows Wash¬ 
ington intimately. This con¬ 
sideration led Mr Jimmy Carter, 
also a former governor who 
knew nothing of Washington, to 
choose Senator Waiter Mondale. 
the ticket nicely.

He should also choose some¬ 
one from the East or the in¬ 
dustrial Mid-West, because that 
is where he is weakest, and hc 
should choose someone less bel¬ 
ligerently conservative than he 
is himself. Mr Schweiker ful¬ 
filled -ail these desiderata in 
1976. 

There are three right-wing 
members of Congress who'are 
running actively for the vice- 
presideoev. Senator Jesse 
:Helms of North Carolina, Mr 
Jack Kemp, a congressman 
from New York, and Mr'Philip 
Crane, from Illinois. Any of 
them- would undoubtedly ter¬ 
rify away huge numbers nf 
moderates who are so sick of 
President Carter that they are 


seriously thinking of voting for 
Mr Reagan. 

The game, therefore. Is to 
judge whether Mr Reagan is 
prepared to compromise on bis 
principles. Paris was worth a 
Mass and perhaps Washington 
Is -worth a Panama Canal 
treaty. 

If he does compromise, the 
obvious choice as running mate 
is Senator Howard Baker, of 
Tennessee. He is distrusted by 
the far right- because be sup¬ 
ported the Panama Canal 
treaty, but his presence ou the 
ticket would vastly reassure 
independents* and " moderates 
across the country. 

He is Republican leader in 
the Senate and would be ’ of 
invaluable assistance to Presi¬ 
dent Reagan in managing Con¬ 
gress. The soag, apart from his 
lack of extreme conservative 
passion, js that he his. no 
clearly identifiable consti¬ 
tuency. 

He would not-add much to 
Mr Reagan’s own strength in 
the .South and has. no persona] 
following in-the North-East or 
Mid-West. He is liked and 
..trusted equally across the coun¬ 
try, not in any particular state 
or -region. A running mate 
ought ideally to deliver votes 
for the candidate, 

There are a few Republican 
governors, most conspicuously 
Mr Jim Thompson of Illinois, 
who could deliver their'.states 
and thus help Mr Reagan win 
the election, but their ignor- 1 
ance of Washington sharply i 
reduces their utility as Vice- 
President.

Insurance investigators in 
Durban today began inquiries 
into the loss of the 239/KXtem 
oil tanfeer ADbahaa B, which 
blew up and sank 350 utiles 
Mg of Dor es Sajaam a week 
ago- They took statements from 
the 38 .survivors: who were 
landed in Durban 'yesterday by 
helicopter from a cargo ship 
which had rescued them. 

Representatives of Lloyd’s 
Register in Durban have been 
asked to undertake 'a t e c hnical 
investigation into xhe disaster 
by die Liberian Bureau of Mari¬ 
time Affairs. The Albriiaa B had 
a Li be r ian registration. 

The investigators appear to 
have a hard task judging from 
the cbloxxrfuJ bur uninformative 
recollections of crew members 
i n t e rv i e w ed by the press at their 
hostel. The 15 Chinese among 
the surviving crew said all they 
remembered was “ boom, boom, 
fire, lifeboats’”. 

Some- of the 19 Indians and 
three Portuguese were more 
explicit. They said they had 
been awakened before dawn on 
April 3 by two loud explosions. 
As they scrambled on to the 
deck they realized they -were 
fighting for their lives as flames 
began to engulf die tanker. A 


lifeboat -was lowered bat some 
of the crew, panicked. and 
jumped overboard. 

Others were calmer and an 
SOS was sent before the ship 
was abandoned. It sank com¬ 
pletely within half an hour of 
the crew’s escape. • • 

It was later found that six 
of the crew were missing, pre¬ 
sumed drowned. A steward said 
be did not know what had hap 
pened to them because he could 
see nothing but flames against 
the sky. The missin g men were 
two Indians from Calcutta and 
Four Hongkong Chinese. The 
search for .them was abandoned 
after 36 hours. 

Captain J. Neff, marine super¬ 
intendent for the ship’s agents 
in Durban, declined to com¬ 
ment on what caused the explo¬ 
sions on board. It has been 
suggested that they occurred 
during cleaning of the tanker’s 
slop tanks. 

Tbe wreck of the Albahaa B 
lies in 2,200 fathoms, according 
to a spokesman for the under¬ 
writers. It was last heard of on 
March 5 while passing Dubai,

Sea diving: Safety at twice the depth

Three healthy volunteers emerged 
from a simulated dive to 630 
metres (2,132 feet) in a pressure 
tank at Duke University last week. 
They set a new world record and, 
more important, showed that men 
could work safely at almost twice 
the depths that have hitherto been 
regarded as die limit for safe 
diving. 

The key to the achievement was 
a new breathing mixture of helium, 
nitrogen and oxygen developed by 
Dr Peter Bennett, who directs the 
F. G. Hall Environmental Labora¬ 
tory at Duke University. medical 
centre 

Its novel feature is the inclusion 
of' nitrogen,' which has been 
avoided ay deep sea researchers 
elsewhere because ft cau form tiny 
bubbles in tiie diver's blood as be 
is decompressed, giving Mm " the 
holds”. 

However, Dr Bennett, a British 
nbyStOlOEirt who worked for the 


Royal Navy until 1972, found from 
Theoretical calculations and cauti¬ 
ous experimentation over the’ pest 
few. years that 10 per cent of 
nitrogen, can he added to die usual 
helium-oxygen mixture if decom¬ 
pression is controlled carefully. 


The nitrogen acts as a mild 
narcotic' and counteracts the 
high pressure nervous syndrome 
IHPNS) that prevents divers who 
breathe just helium and oxygen 
from doing useful work much 
below 350 metres. 

A French team made a simulated 
dive to 610 metres in 1972, but 
they suffered severe nausea ami 
tremors because of HPNS, which 
is apparently caused by compres¬ 
sion of tbc brain tissues at high 
pressures. 

Lost December a United States 
Navy warn was forced by HPNS 
to give up at 460 metres. But 
tiie Duke University volunteers 
felt no Hgmflcant ill effects even 
though they experienced pressures 
up to 65 atmospheres. 

Tbe nitrogen they breathed 
prevented compression of the 
brain cells. 

Tbe three dicers, two in thefr 
mid-ZDs and one aged 40, spent 24 
hours at the maximum depth, per¬ 
forming various mental and 
-physical exercises mid tests. 

Gradual compression and de¬ 
compression took up the- reu of 
the four weeks they spent in tbe 
pressure chamber. The experiment 
could have been done ‘ more 
QidcEdy, Dr Bennett said. 

The Duke ream has been 
deluged with congratulatory tele- 


grams, including one from Presi¬ 
dent Carts add another from 
Com ex. the French organisation 
that held tbe previous depth 
record. 

Tbe development is expected to 
have important commercial impli¬ 
cations, because it effectively 
doubles the depth at which divers 
can explore the sea bed and help 
to install and maintain drilling 
equipment 

Large quantities of oil and 
minerals are thought to lie in off¬ 
shore zones between 550 and 650 
metres under the sea, which will 
be accessible to dims breathing 
Dr Bennett’s new mixture. Mech¬ 
anical devices and small sub¬ 
marines are now used at these 
depths* but they are no substitute 
for die deb cate hands of human, 
divers. . .

Nicholas Roeg, progressing 
through Performance , Walk¬ 
over. The Man Who Fell to 
Earth and Bad Timing, has now 
firmly defined his personal 
style of self-conscious, 
recherche, fascinating artifice. 
Bad Timing is composed of a 
mosaic of small pieces, flitting 
backwards and forwards in 
time and place. The pieces 
form a jigsaw puzzle which the 
spectator is invited, bit by bit, 
io reassemble, so that the 
whole picture appears only 
when the very last piece Fits 
into place. 

In the course of the assembly 
there are smaller puzzles for 
disiraction : enigmatic lines of 
dialogue throw out their chal¬ 
lenges : characters appoint 
themselves alter egos one to 
another ; a man takes a pic¬ 
ture (significantly a maze) 
from his wall at the very 
moment that another man in 
another place is hanging up 
the self-same image. Every 
scene, indeed, is like a picture 
puzzle. Roeg, once a cinematog¬ 
rapher, composes bis pictures 
carefully and elaborately. The 
roams his characters inhabit, 
are baroque clutters, their 
composition changing every 
time we see them, filled with 
significant disorder, significant 
or symbolic objects, books 
whose titles, deliberately dis¬ 
played (Pinter, Paul Bowles, 
Freud), invite us to make asso¬ 
ciations and assumptions- In 
other hands all this might only 
he deception and distraction, 
but through these fragmented 
elements Roeg and his in¬ 
genious writer Yale Udoff 
create a perfectly coherent and 
intriguing central narrative 
and relationship. 

The hero—Art Garfunkel - 
with his look of malevolent 
elf—is an intellectual, a lec¬ 


turer in psychology in Vienna. 
His special study is the nature 
of curiosity; and curiosity is 
bis personal burden also. He is 
tormented by bis own curiosity 
to know mare, to know every¬ 
thing about Milena (Theresa 
Russell) whose own instinct 
for fate, or defence) is to 
remain elusive, secret, devious, 
deceiving. 

The man’s curiosity and the 
girl’s evasion are focused, 
finally, on their sexuality- He 
is voracious and violent; she is 
reluctant. And this factor 
proves, finally, the key to the 
mystery on which die film 
depends—a mystery surnmnd- 
iog the suicide attempt of 
Milena, which is solved, in the 
last moments of the film, 
by a Dostoievskisn detective 
i played by a xvot very Vien¬ 
nese Harvey Keitel). 1 am not 
sure, finally, bow much real 
substance lies beneath the glit¬ 
ter of Roeg’s style; but it 
hardly matters. He is a direc¬ 
tor of panache and individual¬ 
ity, and with an abSky to fas¬ 
cinate and compel the atten¬ 
tion, and these are qualities 
rare enough among 1 British 
film directors to prize highly. 

Starting Over is the mascu¬ 
line version of An Unmarried 
Woman . and to emphasize the 
point it has Jill Clayburgh, the 
star of FauJ Mazursky’s Mm. 
in one of the leading roles. Ia 
Starting Over . directed by 
Alan J. Pakula, we follow the 
misfortunes of a male divored, 
played by Bunt Reynolds. 
When his beautiful wife <Can- 
dice Bergen) walks out on 1 him 
he ds bewildered and 
disoriented: he bad nothing 
against her after all apart from 
her singing voice. 

The demoralized husband 
throws up his job (his own 
boss was the other man in the 
wife’s life), sets up a cheerless 
bachelor pad and suffers the 
insistent sympathy of . his 
fa mily and bleak evenings with 
the divorced^ husbands’ circle 
which meets in the church haAl 
every week, just before ti»e 
divorced wives’ circle. He 
meets 'another woman (Clay- 
burgh), but the_ affair is haz¬ 
ardous- He is timid mid tact¬ 
less ; past experience has made 
her over-sensitive and edgy. 

So far so good—and even, 
better. Then, however, the 
script sticks like a record in 
the groove. This is the first 
film script by James L. Brooks, 
a leading American writer for 
television. And television, it is 
clear, is a bad, or at least res¬ 
tricted, training. Scene by 
scene the dialogue is shrewd, 
the situations are funny, the 
characters sound. Once the sit¬ 
uation has been stated, how¬ 
ever, the writer seems not to 
know where to take it ; and

Wilmers and her pianist Jane 
Dodd made their official ISM- 
sponsored debut. The Times

Tracks may 
be regraded 
under the 
new scheme 

By Michael Seely 
Changes in the amount of aid 
Riven by the Horse Race Betting 
Lcyy Board to racing were re¬ 
commended in a report Issued yes¬ 
terday by the committee, which 
was set up Jointly laar April 
between the Board themselves .and 
the Jockey Club. 

The present system of grading: 
racecourses bas been revised. It Is 
proposed that they be divided into 
tbrea categories. A. B. and C. In 
the first category of 12 of the pre¬ 
sent group 1 tracks. Only two have 
had their status reduced. Alntree, 
because it holds only one meeting 
a year, and Epaom because it bas 
only nine days racing. Epsom now 
faHs into category C but because 
it is tbe home or the Derby, it 
may require special consideration. 
Categories B and C bath consist 
of an amalgam of die present 
courses which were previously in 
groups two. three and four. - 
Tbe most surprising feature of 
(his is tbe downgrading of THrsk 
to category C. ThJrsk has one of 
tbe most up-to-date and imagina¬ 
tive clerks of the course in John 
Sanderson and always stages good 
class racing, bur does not appar¬ 
ently stage enough days racing. 
Tbe factor Thai probably influ¬ 
enced the Board is that TBirsk 
docs not own lu own freehold and 
capital expenditure on someone 
rise's freehold is not a worthwhile 
proposition. 

The idea behind the scheme, as 
far as prize money is concerned, 
is that as the value of money 
decreases so it is going to become 
increasingly hirposibie to spread 
the available Jam as evenly as 
before. So the board suggests that 
more prize money is put ac the 
disposal of category A tracks, 
slightly less to category B courses 
and a considerable reduction in 
that allocated to unfortunate ones 
in tbe lower category. 

These proposals strike right at 
the. heart of the most controver¬ 
sial issue in racing- Muse we at all 
costs keep up the standard at the 
top of the tree? The arguments-in 
support of the theory are twofold. 
First in order to maintain, the 
standard of raring here, sufficient 
prize money must be made avail¬ 
able at thehigbest level to attract 
foreign. owners and to prevent 
them from sending their horses to 
| .France. 

Secondly as Sir Arnold 'Wein- 
stock insisted, 4 ‘ racing must have 
its stars. People love good horses 
in ihi country. We hare got to 
dra'w the pubdic to tbe tracks. -And 
the only -way to do that is to stage 
first-class sport.” The manager of 
GEC had ah enterprenenml gleam 
in his eyes as he -wanned to his 
tiieme. And of course Sir Arnold 
is rigit, the other aspect bring 
that our own breeders of top 
horses need all the support they 
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Sir Desmond Plummer: chairman of the * think tank 


can get. They need financing in 
order to prevent rbe further export 
of classic-win Ding stallions and 
valuable broodmares. 

One idea that seems to be gain¬ 
ing ground is that of the big handi¬ 
cap with £ SO.000 added. This would 
ineviably attract horses just below 
the top-class and stimulate a heavy 
volume of ante-post betting, parti¬ 
cularly if trainers bad to declare 
horses earlier than they do at 
presen r. 

But vvtaat about the smaller 
tracks? Would they survive with* 
out sufficient a Levy Board sup¬ 
port, particularly on tbe capital 
side. These proposals are going 
to subsidise the rich at the ex¬ 
pense of the poorer owner. But 
there srifl seems to be m inex¬ 
haustible amount of people willing 
to own bad horses. Just for the 
love of tiie sport. But the Levy 
Board’s insistence on two meetings 
a day will place a heavy burden 
on tbe snrauer tracks who depend 
on their support to race in mid¬ 
week when the public at at work. 
The committee’s view that there 
is plenty of room for improvement 
in the management of the smaller 
courses is questionable as good 
management needs paying but if 
capita! grants are withdrawn from 
category C courses, the money for 
repairs to dilapidated stands might 
be hard to find. 

The larger courses have their 
parr to play, particularly in the 
jumping season, when some of our 
major tracks do not poll their 
weight. Ascot and Doncaster, for 
example have very few fixtures in 
midwinter, leaving the burden to 
fall on their poorer bretheren, who 
in any case are going to have some 
of their support withdrawn. 

The committee have however 
done an excellent job. At least 


their report will act as 3 punch in 
the belly to the industry and 
will provoke argument and con¬ 
structive suggestions. “ Flexibility 
is the keynote," said Major 
Michael Wvatt, the depniy senior 
steward of 'the Jockey Clnb, ** We 
welcome views from everyone con¬ 
cerned, but I guarantee that In 
five years time, tbe season’s pro¬ 
grammes will be unrecognizable 
from todays.” 

The committee have faced up to 
some serious problems at a time 
when we may be going into a 
recess on. The combined brains of 
Sir Desmond Plummer, Major 
Wyatt. Sir Arnold Weinstock, Mr 
John Marriage, GC and Mr Louis 
Freedman have created a formida¬ 
ble and constructive think-tank. 

It is now up to the industry as 
a whole to air its views. But the 
one point that was not mentioned 
in tbe report was the fixture list. 
Those who control this, control 
raring, and at present the Jockey 
Club bare charge of the blue¬ 
print.

The outcome of the State 
Express Golden Miller Steeple¬ 
chase was a marvellous result for 
Che small trainer at Cheltenham 
yesterday. The first three places 
-were all filled by horses trained 
py people with a permit as 
opposed to die full public licence. 

Lacson, who bad won the Sun 
Alliance Steeplechase at the 
National Hunt Festival, was the 
strongest again tills time. He 
cleariv loves Cheltenham, because 
this was his fifth victory there. 
Ridden with no little dash by Steve 
Knight be was always going that 
fractionally better than both 
Master Smudge and MacVidi who 
reproduced their Gold Cup form 
almost to within a pound. In the 
end Lacson won by four lengths 
looking very much as though he 
could go round again. No wonder 
bis owner, breeder, and trainer. 
Bob Hawker who has only four 
horses In Us stable near Chippen¬ 
ham, now has his eyes on tbe 
Whitbread Gold Cop. Lacson bas 
been given only lOst 101b to carry 
at Sand own, and with the benefit 
of hindsight the handicapper 
would obviously give him more. 

As for the Gold Cap winner. 
Tied Cottage he, sadly, did not 
run up to bis form. He 2ed until 
the top of the hfll on the second 
circuit, but be was never able to 
slip his field the way be did in 
March. And .after a mistake at 
tbe last open ditch, he was never 
a fighting factor any more. Drusus, 
the odds on favourite for the 
State Express young steeplechasers 
final,- owed his victory to an In¬ 
spired bit of tactical race riding 
from Geoff King who still has few 
equals when it comes to rbe 
crunch. Racing towards the third 
last fence Drusus was challenged 
by Tommy Carmody on Big Ben. 
Sensing danger,-King asked Drusus 
to stand off outside the wings and 
put in a long jump In the hope 
that he might unsettle his rival 
and the ploy -worked. Big Ben 


took off at the same time as 
Drusus but never looked like 
stretching far enough. Inevitably, 
he hit t&e top Of the fence, and 
crumbled on landing. His fail left 
Drusus with an unassailable 
advantage. 

Earlier Drusus bad also unsettled 
Fairy King with another spec¬ 
tacular leap at the sixth last fence 
with the result That the leader 
nearly fell. J. J. O’Neill did par¬ 
ticularly well to stay aboard. With 
this lucrative prize in the bag 
Drusus Is unlikely to run again this 
season, but his stable companion 
Western Rose who won so impres¬ 
sively at Liverpool last month, is 
likely to take on Beacon Light in 
the West of Scotland Champion 
Novices Steeplechase at Ayr In 
eight days' time. That dash ought 
to be worth going a long way so 
see. 

Cruise Missile ended a lean spell 
for Nicky Henderson's usually 
thriving stable when he won the 
first division of the Cheltenham 
Juvenile Novices Hurdle most de¬ 
cisively. The Queen Mother’s colt 
Craobourne Tower -was preferred 
in the market but in the race be 
never really ever looked like 
getting on terms with Cruise 
Missile, let akme beating 
him. Cruise -Missile led through¬ 
out, and jumped like a buck 
as indeed one might expect 
of a close relation of that great 
hunter-chaser Spartan Missile. 
Being an entire horse Cruise 
Missile should be a fine addition 
to the ranks of stallions standing 
on his owner John Thorne’s 
Chesterrnn stud one day. 

Incidentally, the check ligament 
which has been troubling Spartan 
Missile this spring, and indeed 
prevented him from running in 
either the Gold Cup or the Grand 
National, was pin-fired yesterday 
morning. Soon he will be turned 
out for four months before being 
brought gradually back to peak fit¬ 
ness in readiness for next season, 
and hopefully a crack at those two 
big races next March.

Braving the 
hazards of 
Soviet hotels 

A few months ago there 
mysteriously appeared on the 
Moscow black market all kinds 
of French -kitchenware—sauce¬ 
pans, knives glasses and crock¬ 
ery. No-one knew where they 
came from, until tourisrs begun 
to report that the new luxury 
French-built Cosmos Hotel 
seemed Jo be extremely shore 
of the most elementary objects 
such us plates, forks and table 
cloths. 

Now rhe Cusmns, a gleaming 
25-storey edifice with 3,642 
beds, restaurants to seat 3,400, 
chandeliers, marble halls and a 
daily room rate to pur it in 
the four-star class, is perforce 
becoming a little more Soviet- 
ized. 

It was not iutended to he. 
When the contract was signed, 
the French undertook to pro¬ 
vide everything. The entire 
labour iorce was brought in 
from France or Yugoslavia. The 
only Russians on the building 
site were dustmen and clcancrs. 
Apart from sand, gravel and 
cement practically everything 
was shipped by rail or lorry 
from France. All the fixruros 
from doorknobs- to bathtubs 
were nf French or ntber West¬ 
ern makt-s. Only in this way. 
Intourist and the contractors 
agreed. could Moscow he 
guaranteed a grand hotel where 
everything worked.

If that aboli¬ 
tion is achieved by force—as 
a just counteraction to the force 
which created and has sustained the 
IToion—that is a tragedy, not a con¬ 
demnation. of the republican 
struggle. Weapons have been used 

by both sides; the weapons are 
neutral, it is the ideals for which 
they are used that should concent 
us alL As an Englishman, I despair 
that my country wll ever learn to 
peacefully dismantle the "foul 
transaction " of the Union.

Violent youth: the influences 


From the President of the Tibet 
Society of the United Kingdom 
Sir, I fear that your leading article 
on 'April 8 entitled “Moves for the 
Dalai Lama's return” is too eupho¬ 
ric! Of course the Chinese would 
)ik^ their occupation of Tibet tn 
gain a shadow of legitimacy through 
a return there of the Dalai Lama. 
This they hope would remove from 
India the standard around which the 
culture and aspirations of Tibetans 
cling. And even talk of irs possibi¬ 
lity may dull realization in the 
West of' communist oppression in 
Tiber. But the Dalai Lama would 
become a virtual prisoner, as has 
the Panchen Lama; and he has 
made it clear that there is no .Ques¬ 
tion of his return while conditions 
I in Tibet arc even remotely like they 
are at present. 

There is a good deal of informa¬ 
tion available as to those conditions. 
Agricultural production has in¬ 
creased. but most of it is siphoned 
off for China's own purposes. 
Whereas in the old days there was 
normally a sufficiency of food in 
Tiber, Tibetans arc now restricted 
10 rations, which vary a little be¬ 
tween areas hut are abour l)b of 
harlcy a head a day. For this 
famine dier all of them.' even grand¬ 
mothers of 84 and link children, 
have to work inordinately long hours 
in the fields, and then endure poli¬ 
tical indoctrination and confession 
menints at night. 

Their wool is also removed and 
they shiver in a hitter climate in 
cotton mgs. All rheir images and 
household possessions were seized 
long ago. This regime has been im- 
nosed on them as a matter of pnltcv 
for years. No wonder thev Innk 
tattered, tired and depressed. The 
Chinese administration is all- 
pervasive ; Tibetans fill some posi¬ 
tions but only cosmetically. 

The recent relaxations amount tn 
little. Religion is no longer actively 
persecuted. Travel inside Tibet is no 
longer forbidden. Some western 
visitors and journalists have been 
taken on closely chaperoned tours, 
but unless they speak Tiberan they 
contact nnlv Tibetans picked for 
them by their hosts. 

- Tibetans have just begun to be 
allowed to visit their relatives in 
India, provided they leave their 
families behind as hostages. A few 
Tibetan exiles visited their villages 
in different parts of Tibet in 1979 
and have brought back the tale I 
have summarized. The delegation 
which the Dalai Lama sent ro Tibet 
last year u to assess conditions ” 
"found food scarce everywhere, al¬ 
though a little better in the towns. 
Life in the villages and among 
nomads was . “ shocking ” and the 
people generally “were scared to 
death of the ChineseBut their 
religious faith and their sense of 
unity remained strong. 

There is no evidence at all that 
the Chinese really contemplate 
loosening their grip. As a spur to 
them, the Dalai Lama has made an 
impracticable demand for an inter¬ 
nationally supervised plebiscite on 
whether the Tibetans are “ happy ” 
uuder Chinese rule, while saying 
last month that he was satisfied this 
was not so. 

What he appears wisely to be 
hoping for is that steady pressure 
by him, combined perhaps with the 
carrot of his eventual return ever 
dangling in the distance, may lead 
to some gradual improvement of 
.conditions for his people. Greater 
knowledge in the West of those con¬ 
ditions, and appreciation bv the 
Chinese that this knowledge dilutes 
our sympathy for China in this and 
in other fields, may help his efforts.

From Mr David Holbrook 
Sir, Over the last decade some of 
us have been warning about the 
effects on consciousness uf d mas¬ 
sive assault on human values. 
Through the powerful influences of 
film, television, “ pop ” and otter 
media people have been subjected 
to the idolization of violence and 
aggression, as solutions to the prob¬ 
lem of life. I recall a letter in The 
Times about the possible influence 
on youth of a certain film in which 
the anti-hero represents an idoliza¬ 
tion of violence, and an article of 
ray own in which I warned of 
imitation in this realm. 

Our intellectuals have indulged 
in their own cults of hate, from 
full-page advertisements in The 
Times calling for. soft drugs to be 
legalized, to favourable reviews of 
stage shows in which the most 
fundamental of our values have been 
subjected to insult and inversion. 
The roots nf my own objections are 
in the thought of the effect some 
of the powerful media might be 
having, on die kind of disturbed 
child I have taught in the past. Yet 
to my dismay, intellectuals on the 
whole have denied rhat what 
happens to consciousness can have 
any deleterious effect' in society— 
while they must be “ free ” to in¬ 
dulge m any debasement. 

Now. a new feature appears tn 
our life—youthful riot. The -whole 
of London’s Underground system is 
brought to a halt by an outburst of 
destructive rage. In a provincial 
city there is rioting and destruction. 
—an area, significantly, noted for 
its “red light” activities and its 
drug traffic. People are stunned by 


thes£ new developments. But the; 
are what we forecast, those of us 
wbo are a vsa re of rhe d eeper 
effects of the^ new cultural bar¬ 
barism. Our nihilistic culture has 
created a new mental sickness, not 
least among the young, and 
especially the socially deprived 
young. Life has no meaning except 
immediate sensual satisfaction, and 

rhe only possible stance is one 
based on bate: this has been the 
sinister message. (.It is interesting 
to note that in Germany the “ porno- 
topia ” euphoria has now given way 
to deep cynicism and apathy.) 

Yet during this period our intel¬ 
lectuals have not only refused 10 
accept that what happens to con¬ 
sciousness is important (.not least 
because .they wanted ro indulge in 
mental rage rheraselves): rhev have 
also opposed and suppressed debate, 
treating those who raised a warning 
voice like pariahs. Now we are 
reaping the whirlwind of the 
pseudo-revolution of the seventies, 
and the victims, as usual, are the 
poor and weak: and those whn have 
to keep order. The political implica¬ 
tions are extremely grave.

Sir, On the morning of Friday 
April 6, six skiers, three of them 
British, died io Courmayeur. Italy. 
We would like to use your column; 
to give a short account -of the death 
of one of them, who was our friend, 
more accurately than has so far 
been reported in the Italian or Brit¬ 
ish press. ,.. 

On that morning we were skiing 
as a parry of six on piste 19 in 
Courmayeur. The piste was icy and 
the sixth member of our party'. 
Richard Wood, became separated 
front the group. When we discov¬ 
ered he was missing, the five of us 
retraced our steps and decided he 
must have fallen from the pi^te and 
slid down an icy gully on irs left. 
Two of us, Stephen Bloch and Rob¬ 
ert Mapsrone. then left the piste 
and carefully descended in search 
of Richard Wood- While below the 
piste these two were struck by an¬ 
other skier falling out of control 
and all three ' then slid some dis¬ 
tance down the gully. Larer in the 
afternoon the bodies of the falling 
skier and of Richard Wood were 
recovered from ■ the base of the 
gully. Stephen Bloch is now un¬ 
conscious in Aosta .hospital^ Robert 
VIa d scone survived with minor in¬ 
juries. 

We think it worth emphasizing 
that we were skiing at ail times on 
the piste until Richard Wbod’s 
accident occurred. At approximately 
the same time four other deaths 
occurred in separate incidents 
in the surrounding area. Some 
of these other skiers may have 
been off piste but it seems likely 
that they were unaware nf the 
danger that they ran. Indeed there 
were then no barriers of any des¬ 
cription and the number of warning 
signs in the area was extremely 
smaJL None was visible from piste 
19 itself. 

These facts are at considerable 
variance with the reports so far 
published in the press. We consider 
them, however, to be accurate *ud 
that consequently the authorities 
in -Courmayeor must bear a con¬ 
siderable portion of the responsi¬ 
bility for the six deaths ihat 
occurred that day.

Cheaper air fares 

From Mr A. J. Lucking 
Sir, Mr Robert McCrindie, MP 
(March 24) is far too pessimistic 
about the prospects for lower Euro¬ 
pean air fares. On these routes, 
even now fuel is only a small pro¬ 
portion of the total cost, probably 
about 15 per cent in the case of 
the shortest routes, such as London- 
Paris. For some airlines, ** market¬ 
ing ” still costs more than fuel. 

British Airways has started to 
attack the losses due to underpric¬ 
ing of first-class service. It is to be 
hoped it wiH renew its attempts to 
end the I AT A arrangements which 
result in below-cost carriage of pas¬ 
sengers making multi-sector flights. 
Often the true cost of carriage is 
nearer to Sir Freddie Laker's pro¬ 
posed point-to-point fares than rhe 
existing IATA charges, which are 
inflated to compensate for the losses 
incurred in carrying these “ multi¬ 
sector ” passengers, among other 
things. 


Apart from supporting these ’ 
efforts, the Civil Aviation Authority 
and the Department, of Trade should 
act to end the cross-subsidy of the- 
below-cost fares sold to tour opera¬ 
tors in competition with the charter 
airlines. On a route like London- 
Athens, the average receipc per 
passenger can be as low as 48 per 
cent of the normal economy fare, 
with some carried for'less than 20 
per cent of it. 

Finally, there is scope in several 
European airlines for higher staff 
productivity, notably in the market¬ 
ing and engineering functions. In 
the absence of nature's remedy, 
proper price competition, the regu¬ 
latory authorities should refuse to 
sanction price increases, and hence 
stimulate the necessary managerial 
action in this hitherto featherbedded 
industry.

By the time of trial, how¬ 
ever, they were in force-. 

The case for the prosecution 
was that Wood and -Merrick.had 
evolved a scheme .winch consisted 
of selecting a delivery van, follow¬ 
ing it in a car until it stopped to 
deliver some of its load, waiting 
until the driver had left tbe van 
with the back open or unlocked, 
and then quickly snatching a pack¬ 
age or packages from the van Mid 
driving off. For that purpose they 
■used various cars, some with ane 
number plates, and a rented 
garage . to store goods 
their disposal. Holmes was alleged 
to be tiie receiver who disposed qt 
the stolen goods, and Mrs Thorn¬ 
ton was alleged to have helped in 
minor ways. The r ase fo r the 
prosecution was supported by a 
great deal of pqBce evidence. 

All the accused except Mrs 
Thornton gave evidence at the 
trial and were cross-examined. At 
the end of the evidence and be- 
fore speeches counsel for Merrick 
took the wear that the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case against Wood was 
much stronger than that against 
Merrick, due larged to Wood’s 


(disputed) admissions to police, 
officers; be saw the risk that if 
the judge directed the jury that 
they must either convict both, or 
acquit both, and that .they could 
not convict one and acquit the 
other, Merrick might be polled 
'down by the -weight of the 
stronger case against Wood (in 
spne of warnings that Wood’s ad¬ 
missions to the police were not 
evidence against Merrick).

Hopes of‘fresh start’

Mr Parkinson said “ State 
aid. or protectionist measures 
work’ rather like a drug—once 
introduced into the industrial 
bloodstream they can quickly 
create'dependeoce while dulling 
enterprise and competitiveness.” 

Could the tiabit be kicked, 
he asked. “ We have to create 
a revolution in attitudes and 
assumptions about inflation. 


about realistic wage levels, 
about the growth of public 
spending and, most crucial of 
all, about the role of the state 
in our society. 

** We have got to change the

Problems for international companies 
dealing in the Brazilian market . 



From Mr Ivor Hall 
Sir, You carried an *dveriUe- 
ment in your April 3 issue 
which set out the benefits of 
trading with Brazil. There was 
much emphasis on buying 
from, and setting up industry 
with Brazilian companies. 

As an exhibirfon stand 
designer, in May I visit Rio da 
Janeiro to manage tbe installa¬ 
tion of a large stand for a 
client. 

Brazil, unlike any other 
country I have dealt with, has 
a special requirement regard¬ 
ing all material and equipment 
entering the country. On des¬ 
patch Df goods from the 
United Kingdom, bank 
guarantees to five times tbe 
value of a consignment have to 
be lodged with the Brazilian 
customs authority some eight 
weeks prior to arrival on site 
in the case of seafreight. 

If the goods are immediately 
shipped back after the exhibi¬ 
tion it takes at least a further 
two months before the bank 


guarantee is- released. .This- 
whole exercise means tbat the 
Brazilian Government holds 
large funds of bard currency 
on deposit for a number of 
months, thus adding at least 10 
per cent- to the- budget of 
anyone exhibiting in Brazil. 

But this is not the end of 
the" story^when advising 
clients exhibiting overseas I 
generally recommend -* tbat a 
United Kingdom based contrac¬ 
tor builds the stand in a prefa¬ 
bricated form - and carries out 
all tie display work .in this 
country, which be then ships 
abroad. Brazil, unlike all other 
countries 1 have worked in, has 
no. simple facility for the des¬ 
truction of the material content 
of an exhibition, stand on site or 
in a bonded area nearby. 

Instead the materials are left 
in bond for some months until 
finally destroyed. For example, 
the bank guarantee on an exhi*. 
hition my clients attended last 
October has only just been 
released, adding 15 per cent to 
my clients’ budget.

chairman. 

Allaway - explains that 
changes are needed, but they 
should be evolutionary rather 
than the sort of revolution the 
Finniston report had in nrind. 
Given the time it often takes 
to achieve some sort of con¬ 
sensus among professional engi¬ 
neers, Allaway might still see 
out his chairman’s year if the 
CEI plan went ahead. This 
would leave as the real casualty 
the new CEI vice-chairman and 
chairman-elect for 1981, Bryan 
Hildrew, a marine engineer ivbo 
is chairman of Lloyd’s Register. 


• The produces of the Encyclo¬ 
paedia Britannica in Chicago 
are baring problems getting 
their feet in people’s doors 
these days. And they blame the 
American government’s Federal 
Trade Commission. 

Hie commission took steps m 
1976 to stop encyclopaedia 
salesmen from entering people’s 
homes before fully explaining 
their aims. 

The FTC demanded that each 
Britannica salesman should pre¬ 
sent a card as soon as a pros¬ 
pective consumer’s front door 
was opened—not an ordinary 
card, but one measuring three 
inches by five and .stating 
boldly ‘“The purpose of this 
representative’s call is to solicit 
the sale of encyclopaedias.".

Cd'Lain aspects nf a car that .ire 
more or less measurable, its Fuel 
ronMimpiinn. performance, rear 
lec mom. are useful things to 
know. With the cost of petrol ever 
on the increase, economy has been 
pushed iiieritablv to the forefront. 
But is it an overwhelming reason 
for buying, or not buying, a par¬ 
ticular "model ?

Performance, I suspect, is be¬ 
coming less of an issue, ttinufui 
there is still a fascination for exotic 
too speed figures, academic as they 
arc in Britain if the law is to be 
nbeved. Speed as such has little re¬ 
levance to today’s motoring; on the 
other hand, it is more relaxing to 
drive, say, a Jaguar than a Citroen 
ZCV and cte formers ability ro 
accelerate quickly out of trouble 
is arguably a saFety factor. 

With improvements in what is 
called “ packaging", the an of 
squeezing the maximum interior 
fpaC e out of die smallest overall 
dimensions, the case for buying a 
large car just to give more room in 
rho back i? less convincing.

As for estate cars, it depends on 
the owner*? requirements. For a 
large family making regular trips 
to stay wirn friends or relatives the 
more 1 mom ihe bettor.

fully only two or three tiroes a year, 
it may pay t0 hi fe one an ^ have a 
smaller car for everyday use. 

Areas such as ride and handling 
are difficult to. measure and. the sub¬ 
jective element inevitably creeps w. 
French cars, for instance, tend to 
have very soft springing which gives 
a smooth, soft tide. The seats are 
in keeping and you sink into them 
as you would into an armchair. The 
CoroHary of the soft ride is less 
than crisp handling; a French car 
is likely to roU quite noticeably on 
corners. 

German cars, by contrast, are very 
firmly sprung, giving a much harder 
ride. The seats can be almost like 
boards. The handling, though, 
generally has a tautness that is 
reassuring to the driver and does not 
leave the passengers feeling they 
are about to be tipped out. 

It is difficult to argue thar either 
the French or the German solution 
is superior. I tend to favour French 
cars For their exceptionally com 
fort able ride, where others would 
go for more Tesponsive handling. 
What is certain is that the two 
types of design have a quire 
different feel, and a potential 
owner should take that into 
account. 

If I have a prejudice, it is for 
very quiet cars. Noise is one of the 
curses of the modem age and I 
have no sympathy with people who 
revel in it, whether sports car 
drivers or motorcyclists. Noise 
levels in cars have come down quite 
strikingly in recent years and ft 

should be possible to drive the 
smallest model at 70 mph on a 
motorway without having the ear¬ 
drums assaulted. 

The final word for the moment 
about choosing a car is to make sure

you try it before making a commit¬ 
ment. Ideally, try several and see 
how they compare. In tbe end a car 
is as much a matter of personal taste 
as a painting or a piece of music.

The energy" crisis dealt the Wankel 
rotary engine a blow from which it 
is only just starting to recover. 
Whatever may have been the advan¬ 
tages of the engine, smooth running, 
compactness, fewer moving parts, it 
had one overriding drawback and 
that was high fuel consumprion. 
Once petrol prices soared and 
governments started energy saving 
campaigns, the Wankel was doomed. 

One casualty was the NSU RoSO,

But the company worse affected 
was the Japanese Toyo K4gyo, 
makers of the Mazda range. It was 
the first manufacturer to mass pro¬ 
duce rotary-engined cars, which by 
1973 were accounting for half of 
ire output The oil crisis brought 
Toyo Kogyo to the verge of bank¬ 
ruptcy and it had to be rescued by 
a bank. For the next few years the' 
company sought recovery by con¬ 
centrating on conventional, piston- 
engined vehicles.
